As a striking instance cf ihe pow- 
crlessnosa ol tbe miner wiihout capital in 
developing our wealth in Cariboo, wo need 
only stale tbat all tbe creeks bitberto aban- 
doned as fully prospeoled and worthless, 
wbeo re»tried with proper applianGes have 
proved rich. Orogse Greek and Bed Golob 
(with Mosquito Creekj, abandoned in 1863, 
tbe hill claims above Richfield on VV^iiliam 
Creek; Eeiibley, etc, abandoned or nearly 
BO at or before tbe same period, and so on 
through namerous other instances. The 
claima about Barkerville.snch as tbe Barker, 
Canadian, Foster-Campbell, Diller, Bald- 
head etc, will no doubt show the fallacy ol 
those who conceived our rich deposits to be 
things of tbe past. A large tract of mioiog 
ground traversed by Willow River, which in 
only being now prospeotcd with u likelihood

Supreme Court* 

(Bcforo BU Lordship Obldr iiuttae NrcdbBm.) 
Creditors of C W Wallace v$ R Woods.— 
In ifaia case the defondent applied through 
his counsel, Mr A R Robertson, to have u 
(lay fi.xod for the trial of this cause. HoEap-" 
ported his opplicjtion on tho grounds that 
notice ol trial hud not been served on de» 
fendant « ben tho case wos formerly sot 
down for trial ; and also at that time the 
plaintifTs having secured all tbo counsel then 
in the city, defendant was thus prevented 
from coming into court with anv probability 
of success. Tbe position of tbe ouee being 
this— Application boviog been made to His 
Honor Judge Begbie, (knowiog Ibat His 
Honor tbe Oblef Jnstloe had no objeotion) 
and bo having declined, tbe only possible 
way to dispose of tho case, was to bi'iug it 
into that Court. Ho therefore asked that a 
day might be fixed, it would rest with the 
plaintiffs whclhur they appeared or not; but 
io the event of non-appearanco their claim 
lo the money in the hands of ihe courtjwould 
he doemod to bo abandoned, 

Mr Wood, for (the ,'plaiutill8, contended 
that plainlifla' attoiooy, Mr Drake, had done 
all that was necessary to ioforui defendant 
of time of benring, and that on presentiog 
ihomsolves at the court, they were informed 
that no court would be held ; and further, 
that in rclaiion to tha deloudaul't' inability lo 
obtain co'jnsol, there certainly must be rcnip 
mistake ;^a? in conversation ho (iho h^arned 
coniiFel) had willi Mr Walkem Ibat genlle- 
luan staled he was prepared to appear for 
the defendant il liia lees wore paid. He 
however was instructed to refuse cousenl to 
a trial, plaintiffs' impression being that the 
interests represented by Mr Nicbolsoo would 
not be 8o;favorably dealt with as they 
might be by another Judge, (ie)that His 
Lordship's czprcsaiuns had been cooBtrucd 
by hi« clients as against their interests; ho 
said this with all due deference lo His 
Lord.ship. 

His Ljrdjhip alluded to a petition which 
had boon carried before the r.e;;i!'laiive 
Council, and naid in relation lo certain bt.ite- 
raeiila therein contained, that Ihry were as 
far from boiii;; correct as tnitb was from 
iRl.'ily, ns he had ntiver given his consent 
to a iriiil, nor had ho ever ordered tbe jary to 
be discharged. He always tried cases in 
their order, and this one wns not ready when 
its turn for hearing arrived, therefore tho 
jury was discharged because nothing re- 
mained to be heard. He considered f>ucb an 
as.'criion &8 that contained in tho petition 
referred to, to be BS foul a slander ai can 
well 1)8 pat on paper against a JuJ^jo. He 
could know nothing of tho sail aod had pro- 
h ibly arranged to lake it after some other 
suit couiinir on at fomo date uller such ar-. 
rangumetit ; this might give the nasortion 
some color, but it was substantially untrue. 
It WI18 perfectly imraaierial to bim (the 
Chief Jusiice) what they said or did, hot it 
was doing a decided iojury to the Oolony. 
Ho bad 00 desire, as circumstances formerly 
stood, to try tbe case, and this Mr Nichol- 
son had doubtless construed to meoo Ibat Le 
would be adverse, which in every sense W4S 
untrue. Under the circumslaijces referred 
to, ho ( His Lordshij ) hud wri'.ion to Hi- 
Excellency the Governor and alto to Hi^ 
Honor Judge Hegbie, but the latter declined 
10 net, and sa theca.=e rcmainod in this court. 
Ho hjii examined llic power o! attorney prO' 
duccd by Mr Nicliulron, which was only a 
power 00 the realty, and allboogh his power 
over tho personalty had been flub^equeotly 
raiificd, it was still a question whether sucb 
parole ratificatioo was admissible. Mr Nio- 
ho'snn had paralyzed tho arm of ibis tribu- 
nal by lii- proceedings and then complained 
that ho could not obtain justice; his (His 
Lordehip^ being interested was so ii 
name, Qod hu had pleasure in stat" 
ing that even that appearance ol 
being interested had now entirely disnap- 
poared, and ho felt b iund to state that he 
now thought it his duly to try tho caso.

imaty of I'aris, in so far as relates to Iho 
Daoubial Principaliliea that is intended. 
This iuierprotaiion is to be embodied in iiu 
addiiionul protocol of tho ircaty. 

Sotne dillieuliiea wbiob have ocourred bo- 
twcen Iho Ejiypiian Custom* authorities and 
the merchants at Port Said have, to a certain 
extent, Ibreateneil to disturb the relations be» 
tweon tho Suez (Janal Company and Esypii'in 
Government.
